difmal rumble over head ; at length tie! 
morning return’d, and the ftorm was fome- 
what abated ; but to our inexpreflible forJ 
prize and misfortune, we found the fliip 
fprung a leak, and there was fo vaft a quan- 
tity of water in the fhip, that we could notf 
proceed at any rate for fome days. 


After we got our boats out, and lightned 
the Ihip as much as poihbie, in about four 
days the leak was flopp’d, and then we had 
pretty near three days more before we could 
get all to rights ; but having at laft com- 
pleated, we fet fail once more, with a pretty 
(mart gale, and the captain order’d ail hands 
to prayers for their happy deliverance from 
io dreadful a calamity which had fo lately
